The Board of Internal Im prove­ 
ment. 


M issourians today, enjoying all 
the advantages of highly develop­ 
ed transportation 
facilities, 
can 
scarcely appreciate the importance 
to early settlers of internal 
im ­ 
provements. 
Im proved roads and 
w aterway* seemed to 
them 
the 
best ways of encouraging settle­ 
m ent and developing commerce. 
Accordingly, one of the provi­ 
sions of the 
Missouri 
Enabling 
Act of 1R20 that was of especial 
significance along this line to the 
early settlers of the 
State 
was 
the section which provided that 
3% of the money received by the 
governm ent from the sale of p u b ­ 
lic lands in Missouri was 
to 
be 
turned over to the State for 
in­ 
ternal 
im provem ents, 
especially 
for “m aking 
public 
roads 
and 
canals." G overnor 
John 
Miller, 
several years later, suggested that 
the fund be 
used 
for 
building j 
“durable bridges” in Missouri, but i 
the legislature did not accept his 
advice. 
In 1829, the State tre a ­ 
surer reported a balance of $17,- 
519 66 in the 3®S 
fund. 
At 
th e 
sam e time, however, he reported 
that the State had m any w arrants 
d raw n on other State funds that 
had not been paid. 
The legisla­ 
ture then voted to use 
the

fund to take care of all

M eanwhile, there was a growing 
dem and among the citizens of the 
new State for internal

sembly created a State board of 
internal im provem ent, and set up 
at specific schedule of activities.
